III. Non-establishment of opinion 

Claims 1 1-13 do not fulfil the requirements of Article 6 PCT and have thus only 
been searched insofar as substituent A is a phthalimido group, as defined on p. 5. 
Claim 9 relates to subject-matter considered by this Authority to be covered by the 
provisions of Rule 67.1(iv) PCT. Consequently, no opinion will be formulated with 
respect to the industrial applicability of the subject-matter of this claim (Article 
34(4)(a)(i) PCT).

Novelty 

The general formula (I) of claim 1 overlaps with general formula (I) of D1 . 
However, in view of the fact that the compound of present claim 1 is very 
specifically defined (the only variable being the solvate), and the specific 
combination of substituents is not disclosed in D1, present claim 1 may be 
considered a novel selection from D1. 

The present compounds differ from those of D2 because of the presence of a 
morpholine ring rather than a pyrrolidine ring. 
Claims 1-13 fulfil the requirements of Article 33(2) PCT. 

Inventive step 

The compounds of D1 promote the release of acetylcholine in the digestive tract, 
those of D2 are CCR-3 antagonists. The technical problem appears to be the 
provision of further CCR-3 antagonists for use in the treatment of inflammatory 
diseases. The cited documents do not make it obvious to replace the pyrrolidine 
ring of D2 by a morpholine ring in the expectation that the activity would be 
maintained. It is shown on p. 15 that certain compounds of claim 1 have the 
alleged activity. They may therefore be considered inventive. The intermediates of 
claims 11-13 either possess the morpholine ring which makes claim 1 inventive, or 
they contain a direct precursor thereof, hence they are also considered inventive. 
Claims 1-13 fulfil the requirements of Article 33(3) PCT.

Claims 1-8 and 10-13 fulfil the requirements of Article 33(4) PCT. 
No unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States for assessing whether 
present claim 9 is industrially applicable. The patentability can be dependent upon 
the formulation of the claims. For example, the EPO does not consider claims to 
the use of a compound in medical treatment to be industrially applicable, but 
allows claims to a known compound for first use in medical treatment and the use 
of such a compound for the manufacture of a medicament for a new medical 
treatment.
